The following collection of Crown Derby was acquired in 
England, many of the objects being specially ordered. Notably 
the two large green vases executed by Albert Gregory, which 
after several failures came out of the kilns in perfect condition 
after three years' effort. These beautiful vases are considered the 
chcf-d' oeuvre of Gregory. LeRoy, perhaps the most noted of 
all modern porcelain painters, is very well represented, so also 
are his able confreres. Dean, Grestey and Hart, with delightful 
signed examples. Of special interest is the fact that a few speci- 
mens were obtained from the Museum at the Kilns, which rarely 
parts with any object once installed therein.
